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GENTLEMEN, 
Eing imployed in the ſervice of the Ciry 
LI and State, to attend the London-Brigade, 
now joyned with Sir Wilkam Waller, and at that 
time intruſted to acquaint you with our proceed- 
ings the laſt week ; I am bold, after my humble 
ſervice,to preſent to you a brict Relation of the 
moſt remarkable Paſlages between us and the 
Enemy, not onely'1n 7.8 to you, bur allo in 
love to all thoſe that long to be truly informed 
in the particular. - | 
>May it pleaſe your Honour ; Upon Thurſday 
the 21. of this inſtant March (our Brigade being 
quartered at Midhurſt) our Major Generall rc- 
ceived Orders from Sir William Waller, to advance 
towards Winchefter tro a Town called Traford, 
which accordingly he did with incredible ſpeed, 
almoſt at an hours warning, and that oo ar- 
rived there, which we found to be a ſmall V1]- 
lage, not above ſeven or eight houſes to quarter 
all our men, there we met with much hardſhip, 
ſtaying for Orders till the Lords day following; 


Upon Monday the 25, we marcht forwards to 
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oyn with Sir William Wallers main body. ; which! 
accordingly wee did, .and that night ws Ip | 
pointed to quarter at Weſtmean', three miles dt- 
{tant from the main body, where 'we found a 
PArtec of the Enemies hole when our ( rtery 
maſters entred the Town, which ocaa 1ofed 
ſome acion , though net much confiderable, 
we onely took a Quartermaſter priſoner ; the 
next day, which was Tyecſday, welay ſtill, onely 
our Scouts brought in ſome priſoners, 6 Troops 
.ncountring with 16 of the Enemies, put.them 
0 fight,and brought away. of them priſoners; 
[he day following we dilcovered the Enemy, 
who took ſome tevy of our men that vvere ſtrag- 
ling tram their colours, and ſoon after appeared 
18.4 great body upon.the till on the left hand the 
Tovvn, intending (as [ome pritoners confelsed) 
to take us at Church, 1t being the Faſt day ; but 
it plealed God, vyho forelavy,the Plot,to prevent 
the danger, directing us to: keep: the Faſt the 
Wedaelday before, vvhen yvelay fh;ll at Mid- 
hu ft, lo that VVECc, VVELE Þ royided to, | entenain 
them, and dreyy our men into a, body neer the 
town, which done, Orders came-to.march away, 
whichaccordingly we did, in the F oriorn-Hope; 
2pccting the Enemy every. hous to fall upon us, 
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we'were forced tomake aftand amglcormorefioha 
the cownimextream dariger;tifl Sir Wt aw Walkers forces 
From! Eaſtmeantrojoyn with us, ther? we march.

ſpace, which gave' great incouragement to the: Enemie, 
who preſently came on with: their main body of h6rſe, 
very powerfully, and were met as couragiouſly, yer-being 
of the greater number ( for our whole body was,nor then 
rogether) forced ours to a diſorderly retrear,at which time 
the day was doubtfull, if tot deſperate, . our. foor all-the 
' while was ingaged on'the left wing, -ro drive the Ene 
| from the hadges , where our men played their: parts gal- 
lantly, and drove them fro hedge to hedge by degrees, till 
they had forced them tg the top of the hil,our horſe doing 
links tor the {pace of an hour after their retreat, only ſome 


parties incountring with each other, at which time our 
Noble Major Generall Brown (who was ever known to be 
a valiant. man, and muſt be lookt upon as a ſpeciall inſtru- 

- ment in the work, Drew off 100. men fromthe hedg- 
es,and in his own perſon led them on to chargethe horſe, 
which they did moſt gladly and couragiouſly, and forced 
the cnemics horſe to wheele ome 3 our body of 


horſe came on again, and that very mantully; -ar which 
time they charghed quicethorow the Encmies body and 
'putthem to a rout, ſo that they were forced to' retrcarto 
the top of the hill, where they firſt appeared, this was a- 
' bouttwo of the clock in the afrernoon.; at which time 
they began to, retreat, and.ſent-their Carriages: away, 
their body of foot followed after, the horſc and ſome few 
foot onely being left to face andto fight with-us; at the 
the laſt it pleaſed God to raiſe up the ſpirits of ſome few. 
not above 300. and to pur ſuch courage into them, as'to 
adventure out of the clofings , to charge the: main body 
upon the plain, which-they did ſo reſolinely that they pur 
them all ro flighr,our horle purſued them two miles at the 


leaſt,ri]l che Enemies horſe overtook their own foot, who 


cryed our(as the country people ſay) Face them,fice them, 
once moie tace them; whichghey did, bur roſmall pur- 
poſe; our horſe:came up,and at the firſt charge they were all toured 
and fled,our horſe purlued them till they overtook the foot, ronted 

em likewiſe, and diſperſed them ſeverall waics, ſome fied to Ba- 


ſing.

Thus it pleaſed God (who alone 15 the grver of all Vi- 
cory)to vouchſafe us not onely a deliverance (which we 
ſhould! have owned as a mercy) but a glorious conqueſt. 
As forthe inſtruments; I dare not challenge any of neg- 
le in this dayes ſervice, to ſpeak the truth, both Horſe 
and foot quit themſelves bravely. 
' ;:We took priſoners in the fight; Sir Edward or Sir Fohy 
Stowell, Major Gener: of a Brigade,a man of a greareftate* 
Col: Beard, Colonell of a.Regiment of Horſe, and-of a - 
Regiment of Foot, who was imployed'in Ireland*; Lieut. 
Col: Kingſton, Caprain Price, Caprain Chiadleigh,'Captais 
Fackſon, Captain Seamier, Bnfigne Cowper, 5 ny 
Enſigne Meſſi, Enfigne: MarfizEnſigne Xidley, Cornet Con- 
ſtable, Cornet Ducket, Folm Merſey Phyfmian ; Together 
with many other Caprtains/and'Commanders , beſides 
comon'Siers,the certain number I know not, whereas 
"wee tave not loſt'40 men that, wee know of, one of our 
-men that was taken ptiſoner ( bur left behinde by reaſon 
-of his wounds), told me himſelf, they had nor taken 20 
- priſoners in all; and,I know not of 20 ſlain; the moſt con- 
ſiderable loſſe on our part, is\rhe Col: on(# brave 
man) is ſhot with a Drake, and his Leg is cut off, we are 
in great hopes of his recovery; Major Boſwell is dclpepaly 
wounded; Captain Mettowis taken priſencr, fome few are 
wounded, but I hope not mortally, the certain number of 
the flain I cannot report; they told us in Alsfoxd, that the 
ferchr off cart-loads of dead men, and fome they buried, 
and ſome they carryed with them, the Lord Tohn the 
Duke of Richmonds brorheris ſtain,and Generall Xs:hes
